As ranking minority member of 
the house appropriations committee, 
Cannon said he will lead a Demo­ 
cratic light against the reduction 
when the bill comes up for debate 
next week.

Gore 
(D-Tenn) said 
the 
Democrats will carry the issue into 
next year’s congressional elections 
unless the GOP-controlled house 
heeds their plea. 
House Expected to Concur 
Both Cannon and Gore conceded 
there is little hope the house will 
reverse the appropriations commit­ 
tee, which is driving toward a goal 
of a $6.000,000,000 reduction in the 
President's overall budget of $37, 
500,000,000 for next year. 
By their own figures, and assum­ 
ing the house backs up the $383,427, 
742 agriculture cut, the Republicans 
still are about $3,325,000,000 short 
of the mark. 
Previous house-voted cuts total ap­ 
proximately $1,650.000,000, in addi­ 
tion to a $642,000,000 item inserted 
by the senate in a deficiency bill. 
The deficiency bill maneuver re­ 
quires the Treasury to cancel im­ 
mediately, instead of next year, 
notes given by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to cover losses on war­ 
time food subsidies.

CONGRESSMEN 
STILL HAZY 
ON TAX CUTS 


Size of Reduction Hinges 
On Government Spend­ 
ing Curbs 


BY JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON. 
May 24—Con­ 
gress still is a bit up in the air 
about cutting your f ixes. The talk's 
been in billions of dollars. 
If you're puzzled by 
the 
argu­ 
ments and the billions, here's an 
ABC background. 
Before last November’s elections 
the Republicans promised that, it 
they won control of congress, they’d 
cut taxes They won. 
The Democrats are against such 
a cut. They think the government 
should use every dime it can get 
right now to pay off some of its big 
debts. 
Truman Gives Pieture 
President Truman, with the help 
of his experts, told congress this 
was the story for the fiscal year 
starting July 1 and ending June 
30, 1948: 
1 The cost of running the gov­ 
ernment and paying off some of its 
debts would be $37,500,000.000. 
2. To foot this tall, the govern­ 
ment expected to take in in taxes 
about $37,730,000.000. 
That was a pretty tight squeeze. 
It was plain th at if taxes were to 
be cut, the cost of running the gov­ 
ernment would have to be cut 
Republicans in the house decided 
the cost of running the government 
could be rut $6 000.000,000.000, in the 
senate, only $4.500,000.000. 
That was in March. Ever since 
the Re publicans in house and st nate 
have been trying to agree on a sin­ 
gle figure. They haven't yet. 
Even so, Republicans 
in 
both 
houses were only guessing how much 
government costs could be cut. This 
is why: 
Week by week congress, cutting 
where it can, has been voting money 
to run the various departments for 
the fiscal year starting July 1. 
Debate Goes On 
It won’t know the total cost of 
the government till the 
last money bill for the last depart- : 
ment has been written. That'll b e ! 
about June 10. 
Meanwhile, the house Republicans | 
—who figured 
government 
costs 
could be cut $6 .000.000.000— voted to 
cuit taxes abcut $4.000,000.000. 
The 
senate 
Republicans, 
who 
think government costs can be cut 
only 
$4.500,000.000, 
think 
taxes 
should be cut about $4.000,000.000. 
Although the house finished its 
tax-cut bill many weeks ago, the 
senate started debating its tax-cut 
bill only Wednesday. 
Senate Republicans want to push 
the tax-cut through. But the sen­ 
ate Democrat» protest. 
The senators will vote Monday— 
not on cutting taxes—but on wheth­ 
er they’ll wait till June 10 to talk of 
cutting taxes. 
If the Monday vote 
waiting till June 10, the 
go riglvt ahead and vote on wheth­ 
er to cut taxes.

Mr Murray Is implying that unlon-reform legisla­ 
tion pending in Congress, insofar as It aims to reduce 
strikes, has a valid reason for being. He too, Ls aiming 
to reduce strikes, by the self-discipline of unionists, 
without waiting for legal restrictions. 
He does not know whether he can enforce his de­ 
cision, nor whether the members of his unkm will co­ 
operate He has no guarantee that his gesture will be 
accepted at face value in the steel industry. But lie 
has faith, or he wouldn’t have gone out on a limb with 
his ban on strikes. He deserves credit for his faith. 
We do not need to bicker over the terms on which 
work will be performed In this country We do not need 
to waste energy grappling with each other We do not 
need to ex haust ourselves In the suicidal task of dis­ 
crediting our 0W7i beliefs Most of the quarrels trans­ 
planted here from abroad are In an unnatural climate 
In America, It Is natural for men to cooperate In in­ 
dustry as It ls for them to cooperate In any other field 
The fact Is, they have cooperated in the past and can 
cooperate in the future, If permitted to come together 
for their mutual advantage.

Times Are Changing 
"Die Greenville, S C„ Jury’s acquittal of the 28 de­ 
fendants charged with lynching a negro writes finis 
to r case unique in the South's annals. A decade ago 
a trial of this nature would have been unthinkable 
But times change and the South is changing with 
them, however Imperceptibly. The lynching chart has 
shown a steady decline and South Carolina’s record 
Is among the best of the southern states 
As to the trial itself, the prosecution was based on 
the defendants’ statements taken shortly after the 
lynching. The defense offered no testimony, choosing 
to rely on the old chestnut about “northern Interfer­ 
ence’’ and “meddling outsiders.” Observers agreed the 
trial was conducted with dispatch and fairness. 
If a white Jury In South Carolina still cannot con­ 
vict white defendants for the murder of a negro, the 
fact that they can be brought to trial at all shows 
times are changing.
